before their departure from this like, ſome into ten or twenty places 
and ſome far remote the one from the other , where they ( by the 
nears atoreſaid, borrowing of monty and otherwiſe ) have not on- 
ly become indebted and engaged as Suretics for others, but alfo have 
entred into Covenants, Articles, Agreements and Promiſes with di- 
vers, and have endamaged others by unlawful taking and carrying 
away divers of their Goods, and Chattels, and otherwiſe : and ſan- 
dry and many of ſuch perſons { ſo changing and removing their pla- 
ces of dwellings, habitations and reſidence) have travelled into parts 
beyond the Seas, and ſome of them there have continued long, and 
became fo indebted and engaged, and departed this life ; and others

Adminiſtration, and poſſefled themſelves, and diſpoſed of, and in- 
te:rmedled with ſuch Goods and Chatcels, Rights and Credits, and 
have given, payd, ſatisfied and delivered divers of ſuch Gifts, Lega- 
cies and B.qucſts, and divers ſums of Money,and Goods, and Chat- 
tels, Rights and Credits, ſo limited, appointed and ordered, and by 
ſuch mcans diſpoſed of all or the greateſt part of ſach Goods and 
Chattels, Rights and Credits) have long after been compelled by 
Suits at Law, and otherwiſe to pay and fatisfie divers and ſundry 
great ſtums of Money(out of their own proper Eſtates) for breaches, 
and not performing of ſuch Covenants, Articles, Engagements, A- 
greements and Promiſes, and doing of ſuch Wrongs, Injuries and 
Damages, which have been kept dormant, ſecret and unknown to 
ſuch Executors and Adminiſtrators, till after fuch payment and ſa- 
rifaRtion : And divers others of ſuch Executors and Adminiſtra- 
cors ( who have paid and fatisfied many great ſums of money and

faRtion and amends making, and thereby have been conltramed to 
fatisfie ont of ſuch their own proper Eltates, to the full value of 
ſuch Goods and Chattels, Rights and Credies, ( which came to 
their hands, cuſtodies, or poſſeſſions to be adminiſtred ) and much 
more by reaſon of the cediouſneſs , trouble and Charges far defend-

rals, Rights and Credits, which have been of ſundry Inteſtates, at 
the time of their Deceaſes,)} have been ſo negligent, and ſome of 
them been ſo peevifh, that they have negleRed and forborn to call 
in, or ſue for many D:bts, Daties and Demands (which have been 
owing and due to ſuch Teſtators and Inteſtares at the times when 
they have departed this life , and after their departures , reco- 
verable by ſuch Executors and Adminiſtrators : ) And others of 
them [ after they have heard of many Debts, Duties and D-mandg 
owing to, and due to ſome perſons whom they have not well affcR- 
ed) have been fo ſpiteful and malicious to ſuch perſons, that they 
have not onely fo negle&ed and forborn, but ntterly refuſed and
